Notwithstanding these facts, however, the time Is 
certain to come when the things mentioned will find 
a market at prices which will make it advantageous 
to handle them. Obviously it would be Impossible to 
transport cornstalks In the condition which they come 
from the field for any great distance and make a 
profit from them.

for a product which must sell at a comparatively low 
M?

The problem confronting the chemist and industrial 
M« engineer, therefore. Is to find a means of using these 
mt materials near to the source of supply, so that trans­ 
portation lor any considerable distance is only re- 
. quired for the finished product, or to greatly reduce 
the bulk of the material and thus cut to the minimum 
the cost of carriage to the factory. 
That these problems will be solved in the course 
of time there can be no doubt, but until they are the 
com grower need expect no very great income from 
the Mile of stalks and cobs. 


CLOSING THE GAPS. 


Nebraska is far from attaining what should be her 
highway goal. 
There are 2.393 miles of road embraced in the state 
and federal ald system upon which not a penny of 
federal ald funds may be spent either for purposes of 
construction or maintenance. 
Only a small portion 
of thla has been put upon a permanent basis by 
graveling—approximately ISO miles. 
The remainder 
more than 2,000 miles, will have to be constructed en­ 
tirely at the expense of the taxpayers of Nebraska. 
These facts do not disclose the important bearing 
which these state roads have in the completed sys­ 
tem, however. 
Portions of It represent connecting 
links between highways which have been built with 
federal and state funds. Until they are finished there 
will be gaps in the 
cross-state highways througl 
which the tourist or local automobile driver must 
plough in mud during those periods when rain oi 
melting snows prevail 
They are the small stretches 
which largely nullify the great benefits which other­ 
wise would flow from continuous chains of all-weath­ 
er roads. The material comfort and convenience and 
the economic advantage of traveling over a hundred 
miles of graveled highway are discounted when it be­ 
comes necessary to laborously pull through twenty- 
five miles of mud at the end of the journey. 
One of the objectives of the Bowring bill, which has 
been placed upon general file In the Nebraska house, 
and which raises the gasoline tax from 2 to 4 cents 
a gallon, is to provide funds for graveling these gaps 
in the state and federal aid system. 
There is no 
money for this purpose under the present tax. With 
maintenance costs steadily mounting each year as ad­ 
ditional miles of gravel are added, there Is not even 
enough revenue derived from the present 2-cent tax 
to enable Nebraska to Uke full advantage of the fed­ 
eral funds allotted to the sUte 
for 
highway con­ 
struction, In fact we shall sacrifice at least $3,000,000 
of the 10 500,OOO available up to 1931 unless this legis­ 
lature takes steps to permit the aute to match dollar 
for dollar.

GIVE US A THRILL. 
The forward pass was added to football for the 
purpose of eliminating the danger of injury so ever­ 
present when the old tamden formations, the hurd­ 
ling and the flying Uckle figured prominently. At the 
alme time it added a spectacular element to the sport 
vhlch had been lacking under the old mass style of 
play. 
When the added lure and attractiveness of open 
Mf. as registered in constantly growing crowds s t­ 
anding football games, had been thoroughly assessed 
jy the czars of football, each change iii the rules 
ought to increase that element. A year ago. however. 
he rule makers approved of a change which has 
ribbed the stands of IU greatest thrill. That is the 
egulatton governing the recovery of a fumble. There 
s no more exciting moment in a football game than 
tiring the scramble for a fumbled ball, and the flash- 
iig, dazzling runs which sometimes follow when a 
)layer succeeds In scooping it into his arms. Hut the 
tiles committee has said no—that a recovered fumble 
annot be advanced beyond the point of recovery, 
nd that ends it.

The state of Massachusetts, which is the home of 
numerous concerns engaged in the manufacture of 
firearms. Is asked to contribute to law enforcement 
by placing restrictions upon these companies. 
It is not a one-sided question. Admittedly there is 
need for much more rigid supervision of the distribu­ 
tion of firearms. The ease with which boys have been 
able to arm themselves has been responsible to no 
small degree for the outbreak of lawlessness which 
has characterized every 
large city in the United 
States, For a few dollars anyone can acquire a gun 
and go forth to rob or plunder. 
But arms factories have their place In the scheme 
of national defense. Unless they can profitably exist 
during times of peace, they will not be operating 
when some grave emergency should 
demand 
their 
complete output for the national government. That 
Is why congress and the different states have been 
loath to adopt legislative measures which might have 
the result of crippling the arms factories. No one can 
tell when America will have urgent need of them. 
At the same time it is true that too much laxity 
exists in the sale of weapons. The disposal of m a­ 
chine guns, such as have characterized gang warfare 
in Chicago and in other large cities, to private in­ 
dividuals cannot be defended. 
The machine gun is 
essentially a weapon of warfare, and of public safety 
and'Its sale should be restricted to those purposes. 
When It is peddled out to lawless and bloodthirsty 
thugs it becomes a deadly public menace.

Residents of McCook and 
Norfolk Talk in Favor 
of Plan. 


Heated arguments over the merits 
aud benefits of Junior colleges aro.« 
Tuesday at a three-hour hearing 
before the house and senate com­ 
mittees on education In the offices 
of au te Superintendent Taylor. 
The bills, a F No 102 and H R 
Jig, provide for the establishment 
of junior colleges in districts having 
200 or more high school students 
and an assessed property valuation 
of $5,000,000 or more. Two or more 
contiguous I strict* of small suer 
which together me.t th* above re­ 
quirements may orgai bl a roadie 
tendent. a petition signed by "OOO 
electors and a majority of electors 
voting favorably is also necessary 
for the establishment of such in­ 
stitutions. 
Citizens of McCook and Norfolk, 
cities already having Junior col­ 
leges, and. O . W Roseniof of the 
state superintendents office, spoke 
in favor of the bills, while President 
Martin of Midland college at Pre­ 
mont. President Wells of Orand Is­ 
land college, and President Carroll 
of Nebraska Central college at Cen­ 
tral City. spoke against the plan. 
Mr. Rosen lof declared the estab­ 
lishment of Junior colleges was in- j 
evitable and desirable 
“It would 
mean that many, students who could 
not afford 
to 
attend 
the larger 
schools would have the benefits of 
a two year college course.** he de­ 
clared. He said the junior colleges, 
would not Interfere with the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska or other col- ; 
leges in the state, but would assisi 
in preparing students for further 
education si work 
Hugh Boyle, 
Norfolk 
attorney, 
told of the advantages of having 
young boys and girls 
remain 
at 
home for another two years before 
seeking their higher education in 
other places. 
The McCook junior college, es­ 
tablished three years ago and which 
now has a# enrollm ent of 87 pupils, 
according to Superintendent J. A 
True of McCook has afforded many 
boys and girls an opportunity of 
getting two years of college train­ 
ing they would have been other­ 
wise Amable to get.

Albert Barnett and W. Cl Springer 
of McCook and Ed Kelso of North 
Platte.
